One part o f it gets little attentio n. 
This 
is the fact that the great increase in po pu­ 
latio n, because it is o ccurring largely in the 
cities, is actually tending to snuff o ut pres­ 
ently av ailable reso urces in areas fringing 
the big urban centers. 
This y ear’s new suburban dev elo pment 
was last y ear’s po tato patch, o r o range 
gro v e, o r wheat field. 
Cities canno t gro w 
in upo n themselv es. 
They must ex pand. 
As they spread, they eat up v aluable farm 
land which no w helps suppo rt the ex isting 
po pulatio n. 
Once clustered with ho uses, sho pping 
centers, ro ads and all the o ther marks o f 
the urban spread, this land is lo st fo rev er as 
a so urce o f fo o d o r fiber. 
Tho usands upo n

earth, the lo sses o f o pen land to the cities 
are no t great.

THE NEW ENCIRCLEMENT 
In a significant interv iew with "Le Figaro,” 
Khrushchev , as usual, made m any side statem ents 
of far-reaching significance. We, Americans, tend 
to ov er-simplify the Russians and their dev elop­ 
m ent until we are caught short b y some stride 
that they hav e taken. 
In 
the 
‘‘Le Figaro” interv iew, 
Khrushchev 
raises the question that few of us are willing to 
recognize b ut which some of our thinkers such as 
H erb ert Hoov er and Hugh Gib son spoke of ev en 
when World W ar II was in process, namely that 
the United S tates could b e isolated inv oluntarily. 
I quote from the Tass report of the interv iew 
—tha t is, the official Russian report: 
‘‘Speaking ab out the possib ility of b uilding 
Communism in the USSR in the conditions of 
capitalist encirclement, Khrushchev called the in­ 
terv iew er’s attention to the circumstances that 
at the pic sent time the v ery concept of ‘capitalist 
encirclement’ needs serious qualifications. Now it 
is hard to tell. Khrushchev said, who encircles 
w'hom—is it the capitalist countries that encircle 
the socialist countries or v ice v ersa? The socialist 
countries are inhab ited b y one b illion people out 
of the 2.5 b illion total world population; with the 
estab lishment of the world system of socialism 
the world situation has changed radically and not 
in fav or of capitalism. Consequently capitalist 
encirclement in the old meaning of this word is 
out of the question.” 
The most recent techniques employed b y Sov iet 
Russia arc economic and might b e regarded as 
capitalistic. They hav e to do with the mov ement 
of goods, the use of gold as a common denomi­ 
nator of currency and the sub stitution of Russian 
for American economic and military aid to coun­ 
tries which cannot stand on their own. The most 
recent economic inv asion b y Sov iet Russia is into 
Latin America. 
From the standpoint of the United States the 
most dangerous operations of Sov iet Russia are 
in Brazil and Chile. Brazil is suffering economical­ 
ly from an excessiv e coffo crop, dependent upon 
an American m arket which is appalled at the 
high and ev en unreasonab le cost of the commod­ 
ity. By a pulv erizing method, the v arious "instant” 
b rands hav e comp into existence, hav e b een popu­ 
larized and are in wide use. Economically, the 
importance of the “instant” coffees is that it is 
possib le to get more cups of coffee out of a pound 
this way than b y cooking ground b eans. 
Be all this as it may, the United Stated cannot 
ab sorb all the coffee that Brazil wishes to send 
to this country or at the prices tha t Brazil wishes 
to charge. Therefore, the Russians, who do not 
drink much coffee, preferring tea, drunk hot in 
glasses, are ready to b uy the Brazilian surplus on 
a b arter deal. This would giv e Russia a foot in 
the door, as it were, of the most Catholic country 
of Latin America.

Big bu siness has giv en o u r eco n­ 
o my many benefits, inclu ding mak­ 
ing av ailable to the many —by mass 
p ro du ctio n and mass distribu tio n— 
necessities, co mfo rts, and lu x u ries. 
Iq bo o m times, ho wev er, big bu si­ 
ness and big o rganized labo r to ­ 
gether giv e co nsu mers wage-and- 
p riee inflatio n, driv en u p ward by 
annu al 
wage-and-p rice 
increases 
u nrelated to the annu al rise in p ro ­ 
du ctiv ity . Plant cap acity is ex p and­ 
ed witho u t relatio n to co nsu mer 
demand. 
Co rrecting the Unbalanced Seesaw 
The go v ernment has the ability 
to balance to o great o r to o lo ng- 
co ntinu ed imbalance by standing 
at the center o f the seesaw and 
inclining its weight to the right o r 
the left.

Monaghan Upheld

ALBANY, N. Y. (ft—The state’s 
harness racing commissioner held
